United States of America with regard to the use by the 
Government of the Republic of Tunisia of defense articles, 
related training, including training material, and other 
defense services to which the aforementioned agreement 
applies . 



Diplomatic Note 



The Embassy proposes to correct paragraph D of the 
aforementioned agreement to read: 

"D. That the Government of the Republic of Tunisia shall 
maintain the security of such defense articles, related 
training, including training materials, and other defense 
services; that it shall provide substantially the same 
degree of security protection afforded to such defense 
articles, related training, including training materials, 
and other defense services by the Government of the United 
States of America; that it shall, as the Government of the 
United States of America may require, permit continuous 
observation and review by, and furnish necessary 
information to, representatives of the Government of the 
United States of America with regard to the use thereof by 
the Government of the Republic of Tunisia; and". 

The note of the Ministry confirming that the foregoing 
is acceptable to the Government of the Republic of Tunisia 
shall, together with this note, constitute a correction of 
the aforementioned agreement. 

The Embassy of the United States of ^America in Tunis 
avails itself of this opportunity to renew to the Ministry 
of Foreign Affairs the assurances of its highest 
consideration.

training, including training materials, and other defense services to which 
the aforementioned agreement applies.

thereof by the Government of the Republic of Tunisia; and'."
